W ith o u t waiting fo r the ceiling investiga­ 
tio n to clo se, the State Bo ard o f H ealth ad­ 
vises an expenditure o f $56,000 to impro ve 
the ventilatio n o f the Capito l. 
The peo ple 
are getting im patient o ver these schemes. 
They are do ubtful whether any wo rk can be 
do ne upo n the Capito l w itho ut invo lving a 
big steal. 
T he Bo ard o f Health is very so ­ 
licito us co ncerning the health o f the state o f­ 
ficers, but no case o f illness fro m the bad air 
has been repo rted.

T h e Republicans o f Rho de Island have 
pledged the resubmissio n o f the pro hibitio n 
am endm ent to the peo ple. 
Pro hibitio n lias 
been such a co nspicuo us and melancho ly fail­ 
ure in every part o f the state that this co urse 
appeared necessary. 
If the peo ple o n seco nd 
trial declare in its favo r, then it will be en­ 
fo rced with a po wer o f mo ral sentim ent be­ 
hind it that it do es no t no w appear to po ssess. 
The co ncessio n is also due to tho 7,000 citi. 
zens who are made vo ters fo r the first time 
by the remo val o f the restrictio ns upo n the 
franchise which have made Rho de Island an 
ano maly am o ng the states. 


D istr ic t A ttor n ey F ellow s o f New- 
Y crk has a m aw fo r statio nery like that o f an 
Ulster co unty Demo cratic Bo ard o f Super­ 
viso rs o f the o ld scho o l. 
His requisitio n fo r

Justice M atthews was bo rn in Cincinnati in 
1824, graduated fro m Kenyo n co llege in 
1840, studied law, and fo r several years was 
edito r o f the Cincinnati Hera ld , au anti-slav­ 
ery jo urnal. 
In 1851 he was elected Co m­ 
m o n Pleas Judge o f Cincinnati, in 1855 to 
the state Senate, and in 1858 was appo iuted

Ohio . 
In 
1861 
he 
entered 
the 
Unio n 
arm y 
as Lieutenant Co lo nel and so o n reached the 
rank o f Co lo nel, but resigned in 1863 to be­ 
co me Judge o f the Inferio r Co urt o f Cincin­ 
nati. 
In 1877 he was elected to the U nited 
States Senate. 
In 1880 President Hayes 
no minated him to the United States Suprem e 
Co urt to succeed Justice Swayne, resigned, 
but he was rejected by the Senate.

President Garfield reno minated him , and he 
was co nfirmed. 
Judge Matthews represented

DEATH OF A SUPREME COURT JUDGE. 


S tanley M atthew » B re ath ed H is L ast T his 
ilturniiiKl Sketch o f lits Life. 
By Tclegrao h to Tfte Freeman. 
W ashî Noton, March 22.—Asso ciate Jus­ 
tice Stanley Matthews, o f the United States 
Supreme Co urt, died at 10:05 o ’clo ck this 
mo rning. 
The last change in the co nditio n o f Justice 
Matthews o ccurred yesterday afterno o n at 3 
o ’clo ck. 
In the m o rning lie had been feeling 
quite co m fo rtable and cheerful. 
At that 
ho ur, ho wever* the intense 
pains which 
m arked tlië perio ds o f decline recurred and 
tteVcr left him until death bro ught relief. Dr. 
William W . Jo hnsto n was summo ned and 
finding his patient suffering so intensely, ad­ 
ministered o piates, which to ward mo rning 
induced a state o f semi-co nscio usness in 
which he remained until the end. 
Occasio n­ 
ally he wo uld partially revive and reco gnize 
the 
lo ved 
o nes 
near 
him 
by 
a 
glance 
o r 
pressure 
o f 
the 
hand, 
but a relapse so o n fo llo wed. 
Fo r a num ber 
o f ho urs previo us to death he Was practically 
unco nscio us. 
Iu his last ho urs the dying 
Justice was surro unded by the mendiera o f 
his family, who have been with him thro ugh­ 
o ut 1rs illness. The immediate cause o f death 
was exhaustio n o f the heart and co ngestio n 
o f the kiducys. 
The remains will he interred in the family 
lo t in Spring Gro ve Cemetery, Cincinnati, 
but the details will no t be perfected until the 
arrival o f the dead Justice’s o ldest so n, Mo r­ 
tim er M atthews, 
o f Cincinnati* and his 
yo ungest daughter, Grace, wife o f Ho race 
Cleveland, Assistant United States District 
Atto rney at Cincinnati. 
COURT ADJOURNED. 
The United States Supreme Co urt has ad­ 
jo urned until Tuesday. 


SKETCH O F H IS L IF E . 
Mr. Matthews was bo ni in Cincinnati, July 21, 
1824. He graduated at Kenyo n Co llege in 1849, and 
began the practice o f law a few years later in Maury 
Co unty, Tenn. He returned to . Cincinnati so o n af­ 
ter, and be came engaged in anti-slavery mo vements, 
being in 1849 Assistant Edito r o f the Cin cin n a ti 
Hera ld , the first daily anti-slavery newspaper in 
that City. He became Judge o f the Co urt o f Co m 
mo n Pleas o f Hamilto n Co unty in 1851, was Stale 
Senato r in 1855, and in 1858-1860 was United States 
Atto rney fo r the 
So uthern District o f Ohio . 
In March, 1881, he was co mmissio ned Lieutenant- 
Co lo nel o f the Twenty-Third Ohio 
Regiment, 
and served in West-Virgina, participating iu the 
battles o f Rich Mo untain and Carnifex’s Ferry 
In 
Octo ber o f the same year he became Co lo nel o f the 
Fifty-Seventh Ohio Regiment, aud in that capacity 
co mmanded a brigade in the Army o f the Cumber­ 
land and was engaged at Do bbs Ferry, Murfree— 
bo ro ugb, Chiekamauga and Lo o ko ut Mo untain. He 
resigned fro m the Army in 186.1 to beco me Judge o f 
the Superio r Co urt o f Cincinnati, and was a Presi­ 
dential Electo r o n the Liuco ln and Jo hnsto n ticket 
in 1884 and o n the Grant and Co lfax ticket in 1868. 
In 1884 he was a delegate fro m the Preso ytery 
o f 
Cincinnati 
to 
tho 
General 
Assembly 
o f 
the 
Presbyterian 
Church 
in 
New­ 
ark, N. J., and as o ne o f the Co mmittee o n Bills 
and Overtures repo rted the reso lutio ns that were 
ado pted by the Assembly o n the subject o f slavery-. 
He was defeated as Republican candidate fo r Co n­ 
gress in 1876, and in the next year was o ne o f the 
co unsel befo re the Electo ral Co mmissio n, o pening 
the argument in behalf o f the Republican Electo rs 
in the Flo rida case and makine the principal argu­ 
ment in the Orego n case. In March he was elected 
United States Senato r in place o f Jo hn Sherman, 
who resigned, and in 1881 he was appo inted an Asso ­ 
ciate Justice o f the United States Supreme Co urt.

STANLEY M ATTHEW S DEAD. 


T h e city of Joliet, 111., charges $1,000 for 
icense, and has only 55 saloons. Seven years 
ago, when its license fee was $25, the saloons 
numbered 127. 
The revenue from licenses 
is $55,000, against $3,175 under the old rate. 
Now it is proposed to raise the fee to $5,000. 
This would reduce the number of saloons to 
and increase the revenues to $75,000. 
And yet there would be abundant opportunity 
for everybody to buy a drink who feels that 
he is under an obligation to the trade to die a 
drunkard. 


W i t h o u t waiting for the ceiling investiga­ 
tion to close, the State Board of Health ad­ 
vises an expenditure of $56,000 to improve 
the ventilation of the Capitol.

Iu the morning he had beett feeling 
quite comfortable and cheerful. 
At that 
hour, however, the intense

Johnston was summoned and 
finding his patient suffering so intensely, ad­ 
ministered opiates, which toward morning 
induced a state of semi-consciousness in 
hich he remained until the end.

but a relapse soon followed. 
For a number 
of hours previous to death he \vas practically 
unconscious. 
Iu his last hours the dying 
Justice was surrounded by the memliers of 
his family, who have been witli him through­ 
out h’s illness. The immediate cause of death 
as exhaustion of the heart and congestion 
of the kiducys. 
The remains will lie interred in the family 
lot in Spring Grove Cemetery, Cincinnati,

J u s t i c e S t a n l e y M a t t h e w s of the United 
States Supreme Couft died this morning. He 
had been ill for a year or more, but recent re­ 
ports had encouraged hopes of his recovery 
Justice Matthews was born in Cincinnati in 
1824, graduated from Kenyon college in 
1840, studied law, and for several years was 
editor of the Cincinnati Herald, au anti-slav­ 
ery journal. 
In 1851 he was elected Com 
mon Pleas Judge of Cincinnati, in 1855 to 
the state Senate, and in 1858 was appointed 
United

District 
Attorney 
for 
the 
southern 
district 
of 
Ohio. 
In 
1861 
he 
eutered 
the 
Union 
army 
as Lieutenant Colonel and soon reached the 
rank of Colonel, but resigned in 1863 to be 
come Judge of the Inferior Court of Cincin 
nati. 
In 1877 he was elected to the United 
States Senate. 
In 1880 President Hayes 
nominated him to the United States Supreme 
Court to succeed Justice Swayne, resigned 
but he was rejected by the Senate. 
In 1881 
President Garfield renominated him , and he 
was confirmed. 
Judge Matthews represented 
the sixth circuit, composed of Ohio, Michi 
gan, Kentucky and Tennessee.

Cot. Fred Grant as m inister to Austria is rather a 
venturesome experim eut ill American diplom acy 
even for so bold a diplom atist as Blaine. In his oc­ 
casional public appearances before the people of 
this state. Col. Fred carefully concealed all evidence 
of the qualities which go tn m ake up a useful envoy 
at the Austrian court.— Albany Times. 


T his is not the worst that Dem ocratic 
newspapers have said o f Col. Grant. 
The 
N ew York Sun, whose editor can never for­ 
give Gen. Grant for not m aking him C ollec­ 
tor of the port of N ew Y ork, has l>een labor­

The new United States Treasurer w ill find 
in the Treasury vaults #194,000,000 of w hich 
#150,000,000 is in silver and #25,000,000 in 
gold coins. 
In addition to these there is 
$283,000.000 in new United States notes,gold, 
silver and currency certificates, held in re­ 
serve to be put into cash when needed. 
The 
bonds held on account of National Ranks and 
miscellaneous trust funds amount to $218,- 
000,000. 
The “ count up” of the treasury for 
a transfer is no trifling job. 
Unless double 
gangs of counters are worked, it w ill take six 
months to w eigh the silver, $80,000,000 of 
which is stored in $40.000 boxes in the new 
silver vault. 
There are in all 150,000 bags of 
silver containing #1,000 each, w eighing, say, 
fifty pounds each, and m akings total w eight 
of over 4,000 tons to handle each time a 
change of Treasurer occurs. 
The result of the count in 1885 was a great 
disappointment to 
the 
Democratic party. 
The prediction had been made that a defi­ 
ciency amounting to millions would appear. 
The deficiency when the count was com ­ 
pleted was found to be exactly two cents. 
A 
careful search brought to light a tw o cent 
piece upon the floor, where it had been 
dropped by a careless Democratic exam iner 
This cash was restored to the treasury and the 
books balanced exactly.

When Andrew Johnson attem pted to remove S tan­ 
ton, Senator Sum ner w rote the Secretary of War 
this letter. “ Stick." The sam e should |o w Is* sent 
to Governor Goff of 
W est Virginia. 
He should 
" stick " to it till be gets the office. — Elm ira A dver­ 
tiser. 
The above advice is a little late. Gen. Goff 
lias very carelessly allow ed him self to drift 
past the sticking point. 
When he took the 
oath of office as Governor he was the law ful 
Governor of the state, and should at once 
have assumed charge of the office and entered 
upon its duties. 
T he oaths of office taken 
by Wilson and Carr should not have deterred 
him, for the issue w as not with them but with 
FlemiDg, the Dem ocratic opponent o f Goff in 
the election. 
If Goff 
was not 
law fully 
elected Flem ing was. 
Flem ing had conceded 
Goff s election on the face ot the returns, was 
willing that he 
should 
take possession, 
and then proposed to contest the question in 
the courts. W ilson was nothing more nor less 
than a usurper, and Goff knew it. 
A nd yet 
he weakly assented to make the issue w itli 
W ilson and subm it the decision to a D em o­ 
cratic court made up of the most notorious 
political scoundrels in the South. 
P ossibly 
he feared assassination. 
W hatever the m o­ 
tive, lie showed the w hite feather at the very 
crisis when courage w as most needed. 
T he 
court gave the Governorship to W ilson, as 
• everybody but Goff expected it would.

The lower house will undoubt­ 
edly send out its Sergeant at-Arms to arrest 
the Republican members. 
The Republicans 
have the organization of the Senate, and it is 
not likely, therefore, that the Senators will 
be seat for unless W ilson attempts another 
act of usurpation. 
It may be that the Repub­ 
lican members, more courageous thau Goff, 
are trying to precipitate a conflict that w ill 
require the interference of the federal author­ 
ities. 
But it is difficult to see what can be 
gained by this. 
U ntil the Legislature counts 
and declares the vote Goff cannot be recog­ 
nized as Governor according to the decision 
of the court. 
It m ight have been otherwise 
if Goff had proceeded to discharge the duties 
of the office when he took the oath. 
Inter­ 
ference then w ould have justified an ap­ 
peal 
to 
the 
President, 
and 
Goff 
would have been sustained If it had called in­ 
to the service the w hole United States army 
and necessitated a call for “ three hundred 
thousand m ore.” 
W e do not see how any 
earnest Republican cau feel anything but con­ 
tempt for the pusillanim ity of Goff, or how 
the program of the Republican members ot 
the Legislature is goin g to help him. 
Let 
him wait two years and then try to elect a 
Republican 
Legislature. 
That Is his only 
chance according to present indications. 
If 
the Legislature to be elected in 1890 is Ke­

sanity for want of work.

In 1851 he was elected Com­ 
mon Pleas Judge of Cincinnati, in 1855 to 
the state Senate, aud in 1858 was appointed

upon its duties. 
T he oaths of office (akin 
by W ilson and Carr should not have deterred 
him , for the issue w as not w itll them but w ith 
Flem ing, the Democratic opponent of Goff in 
the election. 
If Guff 
was not 
lawfully 
elected Flem ing w as. 
Flem ing had conceded 
G olf s election on the face of Ihe returns, was 
w illin g that 
he 
should 
take possession 
and then proposed to contest the question in 
the courts. W ilson w as nothing more nor le­ 
thal) a usurper, and Guff knew it. 
And yet 
he weakly assented to make the i-sue with 
W ilson and submit the decision to a Demo 
cratic court made up of the most notorious 
political scoundrels in the South. 
Fossibly 
he feared assassination. 
W hatever the mo 
live, he show ed the white featlier at the very 
crisis when courage wa* most needed.

It may ta that the Repub­ 
lican members, more courageous than Coff, 
are trying lo precipitate a conflict that will 
require the interference o f the federal author­ 
ities.

Until the Legislature counts 
and declares the vote Goff cannot be recog­ 
nized as Governor according to the decision 
o f the court.

gold coins.

$283,000,000 in new United States notes,gold, 
silver and currency certificates, held in re­ 
serve to Im- put into cash when needed. 
The 
bonds la id on account of National Hanks and 
miscellaneous tru-t funds amount to $218,- 
000,000. 
The “count up’’ o f the treasury for 
a transfer is no trifling job. 
Unless double 
gangs of counters arc w orked, it w ill take six 
months to weigh the silver. $80,000,000 of 
w hich is stored in $10.(KH) boxes in the new- 
silver vault. 
There are in all 150,«BK) hags of 
silv ir containing #1,000 each. w eighing, say. 
fifty pounds tach, and m ak ings total weight 
of over 4,000 tons to handle each time a 


change of Treasurer occurs. 
T he result of tho count in 1885 was a great 
disappointm ent to 
the

The combative propensities of birds arc 
well known to bird fanciers. 
A Kingston 
woman who is an admirer of these pets says 
that she has always found tlint the sures' way 
to tame a wild bird is to tease it by gently pok­ 
ing one of lier fingers toward it. 
The bird 
after a time invariably becomes angry,attacks 
the fingir, and eventually finding there is no 
harm in the finger becomes tame enough to 
perch upon it. 
This lady gives the follow­ 
ing interesting history of one of her pets : 
1 When I was quite a young girl a friend 
presented to me a canary bird which I named 
Don,’ and for IO years he cheered us with 
his song and made us merry with his cun­ 
ning little tricks.

had flown. 
The alarm was given, and a 
search begun.

She 
crossed 
the 
road 
to 
the 
orchard 
and 
walking 
from 
tree 
to 
tree, finally spied him 
high up among 
apple blossoms, singing, never so sweetly. 
She made no attempt to catch bim, in fact 
could not roach him. 
She began to talk to 
him in her usual way, ' Don. you little ras­ 
cal, what are you doing up there ? ' poking a 
finger toward him. 
Soon he became angry 
at her familiarity and sprang to a lower 
branch. 
His feathers bristled, 
finally the 
bird flew to her finger and begnn necking it 
just as he did w hen in his cage.

was secured and brought to his home, to the 
delight of all.
